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When  you  start  a new  job,  whether  at  a bank  or  at  a day  care 
center,  a hospital  or  a college,  you  are  expected  to  join 
some  sort  of  “team."  It's  not  a rule,  actually,  just  a strong 
sense  you  have  that  your  colleagues  are  watching  to  see  if  you  join 
them  in  supporting  that  cause,  serving  that  patient,  securing  that 
business  deal.  It's  not  your  work  so  much  that  they  look  at,  but  your 
attitude.  “Are  you  one  of  us?"  You  do  your  work,  of  course, 
complete  the  tasks  at  hand  — perhaps  even  very  well.  But  it  may  be 
weeks  before  you  actually  say  “we"  and  mean  you  and  the  com- 
pany, before  you  gladly  put  in  late  nights  and  weekend  hours 
because  you  want  to  get  the  best  job  done.  That  kind  of  commitment 
and  involvement  usually  comes  with  time. 

But  at  Pine  Manor,  it's  often  a very  short  time.  When  1 first  crossed 
this  campus,  acorns  crunching  under  my  feet  and  the  snap  of  an 
autumn  breeze  cooling  my  face,  I felt  I wanted  to  join  this  place.  Pine 
Manor  College  is  special.  To  work  here  is  to  become  part  of  a family, 
not  to  take  a job.  The  enthusiasm  and  effort  that  people  put  to  work 
for  this  College  is  truly  astonishing.  And  whenever  staff  move  on  — 
a far  less  frequent  occurrence  than  at  any  place  I've  worked  — it  is 
always  with  a sense  of  loss,  a sadness  that  such  a time  has  ended. 

So  it  was  not  without  empathy  for  their  mixture  of  jubilation  and 
regret  that  1 watched  this  year's  191  graduates  reach  for  their 
diplomas  and  the  opportunities  beyond  this  College.  Amidst  the 
speeches,  awards,  and  accolades,  among  the  gathered  crowd  of 
parents,  friends,  and  alumnae,  as  each  young  graduate's  name  was 
read  and  as  the  hundred  green  and  white  balloons  were  let  go,  1 felt 
moved.  I felt  part  of  this  event,  this  place,  of  the  important  transition 
these  women  were  making.  Why? 


Commencement  was  not  an  event  1 expected  to  feel  very  con- 
nected to.  Tm  not  an  alumna;  I didn't  know  this  class  very  well;  I've 
only  worked  here  a year.  1 was  reminded  why  at  lunch  the  other 
day.  Two  professors  were  discussing  a struggling  student  — trying 
to  find  new  ways  to  support  her  efforts  to  grow  here.  As  I listened,  it 
struck  me  how  much  they  cared.  They  wanted  her  to  push  harder, 
to  find  her  talents,  to  sharpen  her  skills.  They  were  concerned  about 
her  confidence.  It  was  clear  to  me  then  as  it  was  at  graduation:  what 
we  do  here  really  matters. 

It's  this  sense  of  caring  that  draws  young  women  to  Pine  Manor 
for  their  education  and  makes  working  on  staff  like  joining  a family. 
It's  this  sense  of  involvement  that  makes  alumnae  like  Betty  Kellogg, 
'35,  and  Skippy  Wean,  '44  (see  p.  12)  give  so  much  of  their  energy 
and  love  back  to  their  alma  mater.  I can  only  think  that,  if  alive, 
Helen  Temple  Cooke  would  be  most  proud.

1 was  so  impressed  with  my  fellow 
Pine  Manor  alumnae,  as  depicted  in 
the  recent  Bulletin  1 couldn't  resist 
writing  myself. 

For  four  years  I've  been  working  as 
a secretary  for  an  oil  service  company 
in  Houston.  Last  October  I started 


going  out  to  oil  rigs  as  a "trainee" 
complete  with  coveralls,  hard  hat, 
and  steel-toed  boots,  the  only 
woman  on  any  of  the  sites  I visited.  I 
helped  load  and  unload  equipment, 
tested,  cleaned,  assembled,  timed 
our  down-hole  cameras,  developed 
and  read  film  strips  to  determine  hole 
direction  and  deviation  from  vertical. 

I wondered  why  anyone  would  do  this 
for  a living!  Dirty,  loud,  uncomfort- 
able, hot,  cold,  hungry,  tired,  lots 
of  pressure,  yet  somehow  it  gets  in 
your  blood. 

So  it  was  that  Christmas  Day,  1984, 
found  me  on  an  oil  rig  in  East  Texas 
running  a sub-surface  survey.  As  a 
complete  novice,  an  oil  field 
"worm,"  which  even  my  scrubby 
boots  and  hacked-up  hard  hat 
couldn't  disguise,  I was  patiently 
tolerated  by  the  veteran  field  hands, 
who  greeted  me  with  a mixture  of 
amusement  and  respect.  The  whole 
experience  instilled  in  me  a great  re- 
gard and  sense  of  humor  about  an 
international  industry  which  is  re- 
liant upon  extracting  oil  through 
eight-inch  holes  in  the  earth! 

What  I learned  in  that  field  training 
I now  use  in  my  new  position  as 
computer  operator  for  our  Houston 
district  office.  As  such,  I am  responsi- 
ble for  recomputation  and  compila- 
tion of  technical  data  utilized  in  sur- 
veying directional  oil  wells  and  for 
drawing  up  proposals  and  wall  maps 
used  by  the  drillers  themselves 
on  location. 

It's  very  exciting  work  which  elicits 
talents  I never  knew  I possessed.  I 
still  find  it  very  odd  and  completely 
wonderful,  that  I have  opted  (and 
been  selected  by  the  company)  to 
perform  basically  technical,  mathe- 
matical, logic-oriented  work.  Maybe 
Dr.  Gardner  knew  what  she  was 
doing,  after  all,  when  she  presented 
me  with  a science  award  upon  gradua- 
tion. At  the  time  I was  certainly 
surprised. 

All  goes  well  for  me  in  Texas.  Be- 
sides my  passion  for  work,  I travel 
frequently,  am  an  avid  golf  enthu- 
siast, read,  run,  study,  and  con- 
tinually marvel  at  life's  mysteries.

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Cooking  Up  a Storm: 

California  Chef  Cindy  Black

Cindy  Black,  '76,  chef  of  Sheppard's  Restaurant  at  the  San 
Diego  Sheraton  has  made  local  food  critics  eat  their  words 


"Robust,  gorgeous,  yet  uncontrived,"  Chef  Cindy  Black  has  said  of  her  gourmet  entrees.  Both 
manager  and  innovator.  Black  creates  all  her  own  recipes. 
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Sheppard's  ranks  among  San  Diego's  finest.  The  same  critics  who  panned  Black's  early 
efforts  now  line  clients  up  at  her  door. 


She  began  her  career  pedaling 
her  bike  past  fields  of  white 
asparagus  where  old  women 
dressed  in  black  knelt  beneath  rows 
of  green  awnings  like  so  many  tents. 
She  was  on  her  way  to  Magescq,  a 
small  town  in  southwestern  France, 
where  she  had  her  first  real  job  as  a 
cook's  helper.  Today,  Cindy  Black, 
'76,  is  head  chef  at  Sheppard's,  the 
signature  restaurant  of  the  Sheraton 
Harbor  Island  East  Hotel  in  San 
Diego.  Touted  by  Master  Chef 
Madeleine  Kamman  as  "the  best  chef 
in  America,"  Cindy's  outstanding 
talent  has  brought  Sheppard's  re- 
views on  the  pages  of  Travel  & Leisure 
and  Bon  Appetit  as  well  as  in  the 
Washington  Post,  Boston  Globe,  and 
numerous  California  papers. 

For  Chef  Black,  dinner  for  a hun- 
dred or  so  is  all  in  a day's  work.  In 
fact,  on  an  average  weekend.  Black 
and  her  crew  of  nine  often  serve  130- 
150  dinners  per  night  to  appreciative 
San  Diego  patrons. 

Cindy's  interest  in  both  French  and 
cooking  began  at  home.  Her  father, 
who  "always  spoke  French,"  worked 
in  the  Telecommunications  Dept,  of 
the  Foreign  Service,  while  her 
mother  worked  in  the  Dept,  of  Com- 
merce, Far  East  Division;  both  are 
proficient  cooks.  Cindy  selected  Pine 
Manor  for  its  strong  French  program 
and  because  of  "a  real  special  feel- 
ing" she  had  when  she  visited.  "I 
tend  to  put  myself  where  I feel  good, 
so  I knew  Pine  Manor  was  for  me," 
said  Black.  With  the  superior 
teaching  of  Dr.  Mary  Gegerias,  her 
French  flourished  and  Cindy  went  on 
to  Wellesley  to  complete  her  B.A. 

After  college,  Cindy  joined  the 
mass  exodus  of  seniors  to  New  York 
where  she  landed  a job  in  merchan- 
dising. "I  discovered  quickly  that  I 
didn't  like  either  women's  fashions 
or  New  York,"  said  the  petite  blonde, 
"but  I had  this  interest  in  cooking." 
So,  she  called  nationally-known  Chef 
Madeleine  Kamman  of  Newton's 
prestigious  Modern  Gourmet  cook- 


ing school,  an  early  teacher  of  her 
father's.  "She  rescued  me,"  said 
Cindy.  "I  left  New  York,  joined  her 
school,  and,  under  her  expert  in- 
struction, gained  my  first  real  credi- 
bility as  a cook." 

A year  later,  with  Madeleine's 
help,  Cindy  set  off  for  Magescq,  in 
the  Landes  region  of  France. 
"Madeleine  knew  I liked  rustic  cook- 
ing so  she  recommended  this  small 
restaurant  run  by  a Catholic  com- 
munaute,"  said  Black.  Located  in  the 
westernmost  part  of  Gascony,  this 
auberge  restaurant,  far  from  tourist 
country,  taught  Cindy  the  fine  art  of 
country  French  cuisine.  There,  in  a 
land  she  calls  "rich  with  natural  in- 
gredients," she  learned  to  butcher 


whole  lambs,  defeather  geese,  and 
convert  local  pigeons  into  divine  fare. 
Delicacies,  like  the  white  asparagus, 
or  herbs  from  the  restaurant's  vast 
garden,  were  never  far  away. 

"As  I hiked  lo  work.  I'd  pass  fields 
of  corn  raised  to  feed  the  local  geese 
and  ducks  to  enlarge  their  livers  for 
foie  gras,"  Cindy  said.  "Then,  I vis- 
ited a small  farm  with  a woman  sit- 
ting in  the  yard  amidst  a flock  of  foie 
gras  birds,  force  feeding,  in  the  old 
tradition,  each  one  with  corn  . By  the 
time  they  are  slaughtered,  their  huge 
livers  may  weigh  up  to  2 lbs.!  Such 
force  feeding  is  illegal  in  this  country, 
and,  at  first,  it  really  bothered  me.  By 
the  year's  end,  however,  I realized 
how  much  a part  of  their  culture  it  is. 
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BARBEQUED 
EGGPLANT  SALAD 
(Serves  6) 

1 mediurn-sized  eggplant,  cut  into 
%"  slices 

1 c.  sliced  black  mushrooms,  sauteed  in 
sesame  oil 
12  stalks  asparagus 

1 lb.  Boston  lettuce  and  spinach,  washed 
and  tossed  together 
Marinade: 

Vz  c.  Chinese  hoisin  sauce 
Vi  c.  teriyaki  sauce 

1 T.  minced  garlic 

2 T.  chopped  onion 
Va  c.  sesame  oil 

V4  c.  rice  vinegar 
2 T.  tomato  paste 

Salt  and  ground  black  pepper  to  taste 

Marinate  eggplant  for  at  least  2 hours 
in  above  mixture.  Blanch  asparagus. 
Grill  eggplant  until  tender.  Toss  spin- 
ach, lettuce,  asparagus,  and  black 
mushrooms  in  leftover  marinade. 
Serve  on  platter  with  warm  eggplant 
slices  over  top.

The  country  people  raise  the  geese  to 
sell  foie  gras  to  restaurants  and  tour- 
ists, but  finally,  they  eat  a lot  of  it 
themselves.  We  served  it  often  at  the 
restaurant  as  well  as  the  enlarged 
breasts  of  these  birds.” 

After  a year  of  hands-on  instruc- 
tion, Black  returned  to  Boston  to 
work  at  Apley's  restaurant  at  the 
Prudential  Sheraton  Hotel.  There, 
she  met  her  boss  (and  future  hus- 
band) Bob  Brody,  and  became  an 
assistant  cook.  After  a year  at 
Apley's,  Cindy  landed  her  first  job  as 
chef  at  The  Cranberry  Moose,  a res- 
taurant in  Yarmouthport  on  Cape 
Cod.  "1  was  so  happy  about  my  first 
job  as  a chef,”  she  recalls.  "Td  never 


managed  anyone,  and  1 had  a lot  to 
learn.  It  was  scary  at  times,  but  over- 
all it  was  a terrific  experience.”  Her 
tenure  at  the  Moose  was  cut  short  by 
a call  from  Sheraton:  they  wanted 
Cindy  to  open  a new  restaurant  at 
the  Sheraton  Island  East  in  San 
Diego.  Ironically,  at  the  same  time. 
Bob  Brody  from  Apley's  was  also 
transferred  to  the  Sheraton  East  as 
assistant  executive  chef  of  the  hotel. 

Today,  two  years  after  that  phone 
call,  Sheppard's,  a very  busy,  suc- 
cessful restaurant,  ranks  among  the 
best  in  San  Diego.  "Of  all  the  Sher- 
aton's signature  restaurants,”  Black 
said,  "this  is  the  most  successful  — 
which  makes  me  very  proud.” 
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Such  recognition  was  hard-won. 
When  the  hotel  first  opened,  Cindy 
with  her  neophyte  crew  served  350 
people  a six-course  dinner  in  back-to- 
back  seatings  of  175.  Two  days  later, 
it  was  hors  d'oeuvres  for  450  at  a 
cocktail  party  crammed  with  promi- 
nent business  people,  local  luminar- 
ies, and  food  critics  galore.  “It  was  a 
nightmare,"  said  Black.  “The  Sher- 
aton wanted  the  hors  d'oeuvres  to  be 
miniatures  of  the  main  courses  on  a 
menu  we  hadn't  even  tested  with 
clientele.  Plus,  my  crew  was  totally 
inexperienced,  and  I couldn't  hire 
anyone,  due  to  budget  constraints, 
until  two  weeks  before  this  gala 
affair.  Then,  the  restaurant  opened 
the  next  day!" 

Not  surprisingly,  the  critics 
panned  some  of  her  early  efforts.  “I 
would  read  a review,"  Cindy  said, 
"and  just  sit  down  and  cry.  They  had 
never  seen  this  kind  of  food  before." 
But  Sheppard's  current  success  more 
than  makes  up  for  those  early  days. 
"Now  we're  doing  wine  society  din- 
ners," she  said,  "and  we  cater  to  the 
local  clientele,  filling  special  requests 
and  planning  unusual  dinners."  And 
the  critics?  She  smiled.  "We've  gen- 
erated a lot  of  attention  in  town. 
Many  of  the  critics  who  snubbed  us 
are  the  very  ones  bringing  customers 
to  our  door  today." 

And  just  what  kind  of  food  is  it 
that  has  generated  so  much  atten- 
tion? "It  has  a style  of  its  own,  sort  of 
a montage  of  cuisines  and  cultures," 
said  Black.  "It's  pretty  to  look  at  but 
it's  not  pretentious  — and  it  tastes 
delicious!  California  has  such  fabu- 
lous produce  — I try  to  make  the 
most  of  it  and  use  a lot  of  local  ingre- 
dients. We  use  prawns  from  Santa 
Barbara,  for  example.  They're  beauti- 
ful, the  color  of  peach-colored  china. 
Or  oysters  from  Puget  Sound.  We 
serve  pickled  cactus,  too,  and  of 
course,  lots  of  artichokes." 

Since  Cindy  develops  all  her  own 
recipes,  the  menu  is  strictly  her  own 
and  expresses  the  rich  cultivation  of

her  taste.  At  Sheppard's,  hot  oysters 
on  the  half  shell  refers  to  oysters 
grilled  with  bean  thread  noodles,  fla- 
vored with  a ginger  and  lime  butter 
sauce,  and  topped  with  black  caviar. 
Or  there's  grilled  duck  served  with 
crispy  fried  ginger  and  leeks.  It  is 
served  with  a pear  william  sauce  fla- 
vored with  homemade  duck  stock. 
Swordfish,  marinated  in  teriyaki, 
garlic,  onion,  and  rice  wine,  is  served 
with  fresh  cilantro  butter. 

"It  takes  a lot  of  training,"  says  the 
young  chef  whose  weekend  experi- 
ments become  Sheppard's  specialty 
of  the  house.  "I  change  the  entire 
menu,  which  features  16  main 
courses,  11  appetizers,  and  6 des- 
serts, twice  a year.  We  also  offer  an 
American  meal,  a prix  fixe  three- 


In  a large  skillet,  saute  onion,  garlic, 
peppers  and  tomatoes  in  olive  oil. 
Add  wine,  bay  leaf  and  thyme.  Re- 
duce liquid  by  one-half.  Add  fish 
stock.  Cover  and  simmer  about  45 
minutes  or  until  a rich  flavor  de- 
velops. Uncover  and  reduce  liquid  to 
about  2 cups.  Let  cool  slightly  and 
puree  liquid  and  vegetables  in  a food 
processor  or  blender.  Season  with 
salt  and  pepper.  Add  lemon  juice. 

Heat  fish  in  sauce,  cooking  just 
until  tender,  about  6 minutes.  Add 
mussels  and  cook  just  until  opened, 
about  2 minutes.  Arrange  snapper 
pieces  on  individual  plates  and  top 
with  sauce  and  Garlic  Mayonnaise. 


GARLIC  MAYONNAISE 

Puree  in  a food  processor  or  blender 
or  whisk  together  until  creamy  2 egg 
yolks,  Vi  cup  fresh  lemon  juice,  2 
tablespoons  minced  garlic,  Vi  cup 
chopped  fresh  parsley,  1 slice  bread, 
chopped,  Vi  teaspoon  paprika,  Vi 
teaspoon  cayenne  pepper  and  1 ta- 
blespoon tomato  paste.  Slowly  add  1 
cup  olive  oil.  Season  with  salt  and 
freshly  ground  black  pepper  to  taste.

Sugar  dough  for  pie: 

1 c.  sugar 

2 c.  butter 

2 T.  grated  lemon  rind 

2 whole  eggs,  1 yolk 

3 c.  sifted  flour 

V2  c.  ground  toasted  almonds 
pinch  of  salt 

Mix  ingredients  together  until 
smooth.  Press  dough  until  Vi"  thick- 
ness in  lightly  buttered  pie  pan.  Line 
unbaked  dough  with  foil  weighted 
with  rice  or  beans  and  bake  at  425° 
approx.  10  minutes.  Remove  foil  and 
fill  with  2 pints  fresh  blackberries  (or 
any  other  summer  berry)  sprinkled  in 
layers  with  % c.  flour,  1 c.  sugar  and 
% c.  butter,  in  dots.  Sprinkle  sugar 
over  the  top  and  bake  for  approx.  40 
minutes  in  325°  oven.  Allow  to  cool 
and  set  for  about  V2  hour.  Serve  with 
a dollop  of  whipped  cream  or  vanilla 
ice  cream.

course  dinner,  which  changes  every 
six  to  eight  weeks.  It's  a homier,  less 
serious  style  of  cooking  with  such 
offerings  as  grilled  salmon  trout  with 
green  salsa  butter,  gratin  of  zucchini 
with  Plymouth  Vermont  cheddar, 
apple  crisp  or  pear  cobbler,  and 
spoonbread  with  roast  leg  of  veal." 

In  addition  to  menu  planning. 
Black  trains  and  supervises  a staff  of 
nine,  from  line  cooks  to  pastry  peo- 
ple. "I'm  fortunate  to  have  a very 
good  crew,  a number  of  whom  have 
stayed  with  me  since  the  beginning," 
Cindy  said.  "I'm  the  expediter  for  the 
evening  service.  My  job  is  part  cook- 
ing and  part  administration.  I check 
all  sauces  and  make  all  specials  and 
coordinate  all  the  kitchen's  activities. 


I also  have  to  watch  the  labor  and 
food  costs  as  well  as  order  the  food."

With  these  words,  John  Marion, 
Chairman  of  Sotheby's  auction 
house,  opened  his  address  at  the 
74th  commencement  of  Pine  Manor 
College  on  May  20.  Across  a green 
lawn  crowded  with  parents,  family 
and  friends,  Marion  raised  his  voice 
instead  of  his  gavel,  exhorting  the 
191  graduates  to  seize  the  vast  oppor- 
tunities of  their  new  lives. 

"You  can  be  doctors,  be  leaders  of 
industry,  be  mothers,  be  teachers,  be 
artists.  But  no  matter  what  you 
choose,  be  mindful  of  how  you 
choose  it.  The  means  have  a direct 
correlation  to  the  end,  and  no  single 
career  choice  is  the  answer  or  the  end 
in  itself." 

John  Marion  encouraged  the 
graduates  to  experiment,  explore, 
and  be  open  to  changing  careers  as 
their  desires  develop,  their  aspira- 
tions take  form.  On  average,  a per- 
son changes  jobs  5 to  7 times  during 
their  lives,  said  Marion.  "We  are 
often  best  and  succeed  at  what  we 
like  to  do,  rather  than  what  we  feel 
compelled  to  do  . . .if  our  decision 
...  is  made  from  within  — if  our  how 
commands  our  what." 

Marion  exemplifies  his  own  advice 
for  "choosing  work  for  the  love  of  it" 
is  what  led  him  to  the  height  of  the 
art  auction  world.  In  recognition  of 
his  outstanding  achievements.  Pine 
Manor  presented  Marion  with  an 
honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Arts 
(see  box).  At  Sotheby's,  he  advises 
collectors  "to  buy  with  their  hearts," 
to  follow  their  individual  enthu- 
siasms, not  to  buy  for  investment 
alone.  In  a similar  manner,  he 
advised  Pine  Manor's  graduates: 
"Choose  a career  that  stimulates  and 
interests  you,  [one  that]  like  an  un- 
forgettable painting,  becomes  part  of 
you."  Collectors  search  for  years, 
says  Marion,  for  the  one  painting  to 
complement  their  collection.  So,  too.

Marion  closed  with  these  words:

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Josephine  Abercrombie  Awarded  Honorary  Degree 


Whether  it's  marketing  beef, 
raising  thoroughbreds, 
managing  real  estate  or  de- 
veloping a stable  of  vvmrld  champion 
boxers,  Josephine  Abercrombie,  '44, 
does  it  in  a big  w^ay.  She  doesn't 
begin  a project  — she  tackles  it,  Texas 
style  — and  brings  her  talent,  her 
intelligence  and  her  drive  to  make  it 
work.  At  this  74th  Commencement, 
Pine  Manor  paid  tribute  to  Aber- 
crombie's success  by  awarding  her  an 
honorary  Doctor  of  Laws  degree  (see 
box).  As  founder  and  president  of 
Houston's  Boxing  Association,  Aber- 
crombie is  not  one  to  be  held  back  by 
convention.  Quite  simply,  she  breaks 
the  molds.  She  burns  with  pride  and 
enthusiasm  when  she  speaks  of  her 
fighters.  "I'm  in  another  world  when 
I watch  them.  I'm  frantic  — I get  so 
excited."  She  has  reason  to  be  proud. 
One  of  her  fighters,  Frank  Tate,  is  the 
Junior  Welterweight  Champion  of 
Texas  and  earned  a gold  medal  at  the 
Olympics.  "He'll  be  a world  cham- 
pion someday,"  predicts  Abercrom- 
bie, who  could  not  be  torn  away  from 
all  345  bouts  of  Olympic  boxing.  Her 
stable  of  seven  match  the  sights  she 
sets  for  them  — they  haven't  lost  a 
fight  since  the  association  began 
three  years  ago.  Pat  Nappi,  coach, 
U.S.  Olympic  Team,  often  assists.  In 
fact,  Abercrombie  left  shortly  after 
Commencement,  to  catch  the  IBF 
heavyweight  championship  fight  be- 
tween Carl  "the  Truth"  Williams, 
with  whom  she  has  a promotional 
contract,  and  Larry  Holmes. 

Abercrombie,  a champion  horse- 
woman who  keeps  a set  of  spurs  on 
her  desk,  is  no  stranger  to  competi- 
tion. In  her  teens,  she  and  her  horses 
brought  home  a bevy  of  blues  from  a 
show  in  Madison  Square  Garden. 
Since  then  she  has  turned  her 
father's  3000-acre  Kentucky  farm  into 
a showplace  for  breeding  and  train- 
ing thoroughbreds  and  raises  cattle, 
tobacco,  corn  and  asparagus  on 
the  side. 

When  not  overseeing  Cameron 
Iron  Works,  a heavy  equipment 
manufacturing  company  begun  by 
her  father,  James,  or  guiding  Rice 
University  as  Vice-Chairman  of  the 
Board,  this  petite  astute  business- 
woman has  a hand  in  Houston's 
affairs  from  the  Houston  Symphony 


Orchestra  to  the  Grand  Opera  to  the 
Governor's  War  on  Drugs.  But  it  is 
boxing  that  ignites  her  enthusiasm 
and  receives  her  special  blessing. 

"Boxing  is  the  ultimate  competi- 
tion," says  Abercrombie.  "One  on 
one.  Just  you  out  there.  You  have  to 
make  the  decisions.  You  have  to  de- 
liver the  blow.  Boxers  are  superbly 
conditioned  athletes.  I see  it  as  the 
'sweet  science,'  as  an  art  form.  The 
strategy,  technique  and  planning  are 
all  very  fascinating  to  me."  It  was  her 
dad  who  first  brought  her  ringside  at 


a Joe  Louis-Max  Schmeling  fight  in 
New  York  years  ago.  "That  piqued 
my  interest,"  says  Abercrombie. 

"I've  been  an  avid  fight  fan  ever 
since." 

"My  father  has  had  the  greatest 
influence  upon  me.  He  has  played  an 
enormous  role  in  my  life.  With  little 
education,  he  worked  in  the  Texas  oil 
fields  and  supported  a family  of 
brothers  and  sisters.  One  of  his  in- 
ventions — an  oil  well  blow-out  pre- 
venter — is  in  the  Smithsonian.  I 
admire  all  that  he  did." 

Abercrombie  traces  her  confidence 
to  her  father's  faith  in  her  abilities 
and  credits  Pine  Manor  for  the  de- 
velopment of  her  skills.  "Pine  Manor 
has  played  an  enormous  role  in  my 
life.  I remember  being  awakened  to 
all  that  was  out  there.  Boston  is  the 
seat  of  so  much  intellectual  activity.  It 
was  right  here  at  Pine  Manor  that  the 
thinking  process  began.  In  particular, 
I remember  Miss  McCabe  who  taught 
creative  writing  and  Miss  Russell 
who  taught  Modern  European 
History." 

In  her  acceptance  speech,  Aber- 
crombie encouraged  the  new  gradu- 
ates with  a bit  of  her  father's  advice: 
"My  dad  said  to  me,  'God  gave  you  a 
brain.  Use  it.'  I say  the  same  to  you. 
You  can  do  anything  you  want  to  do. 
Don't  be  afraid  to  try."  — N.S.N.

Ruthanne  Lowry,  B.A.  1985  in 
English,  was  awarded  the 
prestigious  President's  Cup  by 
President  Ashby  at  graduation.  Pre- 
sented only  11  times  in  the  past  16 
years,  the  Cup  recognizes  a graduate 
who  demonstrates  outstanding 
citizenship,  academic  achievement, 
and  deep  concern  for  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  College.  This  year,  in  an 
exchange  that  spans  50  years  of  Pine 


Manor's  history,  the  Cup  was  pre- 
sented to  Ruthanne  Lowry,  '85,  by 
Adelma  Armstrong  Essertier,  the 
first  President's  Cup  winner  in  1935. 

"It  is  a tremendous  thrill  to  be  part 
of  this  moment,"  said  Essertier.  "I 
held  the  Cup  for  one  minute  fifty 
years  ago  and  then  one  minute 
now."  The  leadership  that  Del  Esser- 
tier was  known  for  at  Pine  Manor  still 
supports  the  College  today:  at  Reun- 


ion, Essertier  with  co-chair  and  class- 
mate Betty  Irwin  Kellogg,  '35,  won 
the  William  P.  Person  Award  for 
highest  class  participation  in  reunion 
gifts  as  well  as  the  Myles  and  Janet 
McChesney  Morgan  Award  for  high- 
est dollar  total. 

Below  is  the  citation  for  Ruthanne 
Lowry  read  by  President  Rosemary 
Ashby: 

"This  year  the  President's  Cup  will 
be  awarded  to  a senior  who  has  done 
high  honors  work,  whose  activities 
have  ranged  from  music  and  drama 
to  tutoring,  teaching,  and  assisting  in 
the  Admissions  and  Publications 
offices.  This  student  has  shown  her- 
self to  be  professional  in  the  highest 
degree,  responsible,  sensitive,  and 
generous.  She  has  a strength  of  char- 
acter, a positive  outlook,  and  a wil- 
lingness to  contribute  which  have 
gained  her  the  affection  and  respect 
of  students,  faculty,  and  staff  alike. 
Her  work  in  every  setting,  on  and  off 
campus,  has  brought  her  the  highest 
praise  and  brought  honor  to  her  col- 
lege.

One  of  the  nicest  moments  at 

Pine  Manor  is  lunch,  not  only 
because  the  food  is  so  good, 
but  because  the  dining  room  is  where 
the  entire  Pine  Manor  community 
gathers.  It  is  especially  intriguing  to 
listen  to  fragments  of  English,  Ara- 
bic, Portuguese,  Spanish,  French, 
Japanese,  Korean,  and  Thai  con- 
versations drifting  over  the  tables  as 
students  share  their  academic  and 
personal  news  in  their  first  and 
second  languages.  It  is  quite  extraor- 
dinary that  a small  New  England 
women's  college  attracts  students 
from  so  many  different  countries. 

In  order  to  encourage  this  superb 
cultural  diversity.  President  Ashby 
and  representatives  of  the  Admis- 
sions Office  have  traveled  extensive- 
ly throughout  the  world  during  the 
past  decade.  Pine  Manor  representa- 
tives have  traveled  alone  as  well  as 
with  groups  of  representatives  from 
other  colleges.  To  date.  Pine  Manor 
trips  have  included  Latin  America 
and  the  Caribbean,  Europe,  the  Mid- 
dle East,  and  Asia. 

Students  have  been  coming  to  Pine 
Manor  from  overseas  since  the  early 
1920s,  and  we  can  now  say  proudly 
that  our  alumnae  are  indeed  every- 
where! In  fact,  Liz  Reisberg,  interna- 
tional admissions  director,  found 
herself  sitting  next  to  Margaret  Ann 
Spilhaus,  '63,  on  a flight  from  New 
York  to  Athens  and  next  to  Chiye 
Nagamine  Hachisuka,  '30,  in  a res- 
taurant in  Japan.  A recent  mailing  to 
educators  around  the  world  brought 
a response  from  Pamela  Whitney  Me- 
jia, '65,  director  of  Centro  Colombo 
Americano  in  Manizales,  Colombia. 

Pine  Manor  alumnae  have  been  in- 
strumental to  our  success  at  main- 
taining the  College's  visibility 
abroad.  Alumnae  continually  refer 
qualified  candidates  to  the  College 
and  to  the  Pine  Manor  Language  In- 
stitute (PMLI)  for  intensive  English 
study.

Five  years  ago,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  sowed  the  seed  of  an 
idea.  Why  not  tap  Pine  Manor's 
talented  bank  of  alumnae  profession- 
als to  support  the  College's  new 
programs,  such  as  the  management 
B.A.,  and  to  advise  the  College  on 
the  development  and  funding  of  ma- 
jor projects  such  as  the  new  library 
or  gym? 

Today,  four  committees,  com- 
prised of  over  60  alumnae  across  the 
nation,  offer  professional  advice, 
lead  career  panels,  sponsor  seminars, 
raise  funds  for  special  projects,  and 
provide  countless  hours  of  volunteer 
time  to  enhance  PMC's  academic 
programs  and  student  life.  Current 
visiting  committees  support  four 
areas:  student  life  and  athletics,  the 
new  Annenberg  Library  and  Com- 
munications Center,  art  history  and 
visual  arts,  and  management.  A fifth 
committee,  to  advise  on  public  rela- 
tions, will  be  formed  this  fall. 

Committee  members  are  alumnae, 
parents,  or  interested  professionals 
whose  energy,  enthusiasm,  and  spe- 
cial expertise  can  contribute  to  the

College's  growth.  The  committees 
offer  alumnae  opportunities  to  be- 
come involved  with  Pine  Manor  as 
well  as  to  make  new  contacts  and 
friends. 

From  modest  beginnings,  the  visit- 
ing committees  have  flourished.  The 
Business  Management  Visiting  Com- 
mittee (BMVC),  formed  in  1980  to 
support  the  new  B.  A.  program  in 
management,  has  grown  from  a 
group  of  six  to  a vital  and  active 
group  of  twenty  business  profession- 
als. As  chair,  trustee  Constance  Hess 
Williams,  '64,  has  been  the  commit- 
tee's motivating  force.  Her  term  end- 
ed this  past  spring,  and  Eaddo  Hayes 
Kiernan,  '74,  of  Chicago,  has  taken 
over  its  leadership.  This  year,  the 
BMVC  has  sponsored  lectures  and 
seminars  in  New  York  and  Los 
Angeles,  featuring  alumnae  profes- 
sionals as  speakers.  Alumnae  from 
diverse  occupations  have  returned  to 
campus  to  form  career  panels  to  help 
undergraduates  explore  career  op- 
tions. On  the  1985-86  schedule  are 
possible  seminars  in  Chicago,  Dallas, 
and  New  York. 

The  Library  Visiting  Committee, 
under  the  leadership  of  Deborah 
Wiley,  '66,  and  Anne  Bullivant 
Steere,  '41,  has  advised  the  College 
on  all  aspects  of  library  development 


and  funding  sources  for  the  nearly 
complete  Annenberg  Library  and 
Communications  Center.  Among 
other  projects,  the  committee  insti- 
tuted a campaign  to  encourage  par- 
ents of  graduating  seniors  to  donate  a 
book  to  the  library  in  their  daughter's 
honor,  raising  over  $2000  for  new 
library  books  since  1982.  Now,  as 
Head  Librarian  Linda  Demmers  and 
her  staff  work  to  relocate  to  their  new 
home,  a support  committee  of  local 
alumnae  volunteers  will  be  enlisted 
to  help  with  the  move.  The  dedica- 
tion of  the  new  Annenberg  Library 
and  Communications  Center  will  be 
held  on  May  18,  1986. 

Also  assisting  with  the  new  library, 
the  Visiting  Committee  on  Art  His- 
tory & the  Visual  Arts,  chaired  by 
Trustee  Carolyn  Mann  Caswell,  '52, 
will  appoint  a subcommittee  to  com- 
mission a sculpture  for  the  library's 
courtyard.  In  addition,  as  an  annual 
project,  the  committee  sponsors  a 
month-long  celebration  of  the  arts 
entitled  "March  with  Arts,"  held 
each  spring.  Events  include  exhibits, 
lectures,  and  theatre  performances. 

Finally,  the  Visiting  Committee  on 
Student  Life  & Athletics  turns  its 
attention  to  campus  life.  Created 
when  the  new  gymnasium  was 
under  construction,  the  committee 
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Student  Life  and  Athletics  Visiting  Committee  members  at  the  gym 
inauguration  include  (1.  to  r.):  Lesley  Blanchard  Finnell,  '75;  Laurie 
LaPlaca,  '78;  Anne  Bryan,  '81;  Louise  Quirk,  '81;  Meg  Props!,  '76;  and 
Lucy  Steere,  '71 . 


(then  chaired  by  Anne  Bryan,  '81) 
advised  on  how  the  new  facility 
could  be  fully  utilized  — both  as  part 
of  the  college's  athletic  program  and 
as  a student  recreational  center.  Now 
chaired  by  Betts  Neuhaus  Arm- 
strong, '75,  this  group  of  recent 
alumnae  cheer  on  PMC's  cham- 
pionship basketball  team  as  well  as 
sponsor  athletic  demonstrations  and 
assist  in  the  recruitment  of  athletes 
for  the  College.  This  fall,  the  commit- 
tee plans  a road  race  to  inaugurate 
the  new  five-kilometer  Richard 
Deutsch  Cross-Country  Course. 

In  addition  to  their  special  projects, 
the  visiting  committees  have  added 
greatly  to  the  College's  program- 
ming, both  on  campus  and  in  other 
cities.  Alumnae  career  panels,  which 
have  included  bank  vice-presidents 
and  museum  curators,  have  been  a 
tremendous  support  to  the  efforts  of 
Marie  Smith,  director  of  career  ser- 
vices. Students  hear  first  hand  about 
new  fields  and  occupations  and  can 
ask  the  all-important  question  of  how 
to  get  one's  foot  in  the  door.  Lec- 
tures, as  well,  bringing  such  person- 
alities as  Dr.  Robert  Arnot,  CBS 
sports  and  fitness  commentator,  and 
Kate  Rand  Lloyd,  editor  of  Working 
Woman,  have  enhanced  campus  life. 

With  the  goal  of  increasing  the 


national  and  regional  visibility  of 
Pine  Manor  College  in  the  media,  a 
public  relations  advisory  committee 
will  be  created  this  fall.  With  Public 
Relations  Director  Pamela  Getz,  the 
committee  will  develop  a nationwide 
network  of  media  contacts.  Their  first 
project  whll  be  to  assist  with  the 
promotion  plan  for  the  dedication  of 
the  new  library. 

Working  with  these  committed 
alumnae  who  are  so  full  of  ideas  and 
eager  to  contribute  to  their  college 
has  been  a rewarding  experience  for 
me  — especially  since  I share  their 
enthusiasm  as  a fellow  alumna.  Com- 
mittee meetings  are  lively  as  mem- 
bers discuss  fresh  ideas  for  new  proj- 
ects or  a faculty  department  chair 
describes  the  record  number  of  in- 
terns placed  or  an  interesting  new 
course  to  be  taught  the  next  year. 
Alumnae  meet  alumnae,  faculty  meet 
alumnae,  students  meet  alumnae, 
and  everyone  establishes  new  con- 
tacts. Parents  and  local  professionals 
also  join  these  groups.  At  Pine  Man- 
or, the  visiting  committees  have  im- 
proved academic  life  for  students  and 
faculty,  boosted  the  interest  of  alum- 
nae nationwide,  and  put  PMC  in  the 
news,  bringing  attention  to  the  spe- 
cial events  and  programs  that  have  so 
enriched  Pine  Manor  College.  A

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FAMILIAR  FACES 

Friend  and  Teacher: 
Helen  G.  Coates

A lifelong  friendship  began  in 
the  practice  rooms  of  Dana 
Hall  in  1939.  I was  privileged 
to  take  piano  lessons  from  Helen 
Coates.  My  musical  ability  was  not 
quite  the  same  caliber  as  another  of 
her  students  — Leonard  Bernstein  — 
but  nonetheless,  she  tolerated  me  for 
two  years  while  I was  a student  at 
Pine  Manor.  We  soon  became  friends 
as  well  as  teacher  and  student. 

Born  in  Rockford,  IL,  Miss  Coates 
studied  piano  and  music  theory  at 
Rockford  College  while  still  in  high 
school.  She  made  her  musical  debut 
in  Kansas  City  and  after  extensive 
appearances  in  the  West,  came  to 
Boston  to  work  with  Heinrich 
Gebhard.  After  seven  years  as  his 
student,  she  became  Mr.  Gebhard's 
assistant.  Then,  in  1918,  Miss  Coates 
joined  Tenacre  and  Dana  Hall,  and  in 
1921  she  moved  to  Pine  Manor  Junior 
College  in  Wellesley  as  a house 
mother  and  music  teacher. 

Helen  Coates  performed  through- 
out New  England  as  one  of  a duo- 
piano  team  with  fellow  Gebhard 
student  Jean  Whittingham.  The 
Coates-Whittingham  team  gave  one 
of  the  first  series  of  two-piano  pro- 
grams on  radio  in  Boston.  Heinrich 
Gebhard  said  of  their  two-piano 
work,  "They  are  equipped  with  a 
brilliant  technique,  a beautiful  sing- 
ing tone,  a palette  of  infinite  variety 
of  shadings,  and  a wonderful  sense 
of  rhythm.  They  are  both  charming 
and  attractive  personalities  offering  a 
delightful  stage  picture  in  their  con- 
certs. They  have  been  called  the  out- 
standing duo-piano  team  of  Boston 
and  the  New  England  states." 

It  was  while  Miss  Coates  was 
assisting  Gebhard  that  Leonard  Bern- 
stein, then  14,  presented  himself  for 
piano  lessons.  She  taught  him  piano 
for  three  years  until  he  entered  Har- 
vard University.  When  Bernstein  be- 
came a national  idol  overnight,  late  in

November  1943,  having  substituted 
for  Bruno  Walter  in  conducting  a 
New  York  Philharmonic  concert,  he 
was  deluged  with  fan  mail  and  a 
seemingly  unmanageable  amount  of 
publicity.  Young  Bernstein  appealed 
to  Miss  Coates  for  help.  Bernstein's 
father,  worried  about  his  25-year-old 
son,  also  appealed  to  Miss  Coates. 

At  the  time,  Helen  Coates  was 
teaching  piano  at  Pine  Manor  and 
Dana  Hall.  She  finished  her  school 
year  there  and  joined  Bernstein  in 
New  York  in  July  1944. 

Since  then  Helen  Coates  has  given 
encouragement  and  advice  to  her 
prominent  ex-student,  assisted  him 
on  six  tours  abroad  to  Israel  and  to 
Japan,  parried  letters  and  telephone 
calls,  and  handled  his  personal 
affairs.  Bernstein  said  in  his  com- 
mencement address  at  Rockford  Col- 
lege in  1966,  "Miss  Coates  is  bright 
and  gracious  and  much  more.  As  a 
teacher,  she  introduced  me  to  disci- 
pline, to  the  most  profound  meaning 
of  work,  to  the  control  and  penetra- 
tion of  musical  beauty.  She  also  lis- 
tened to  my  problems,  musical  and 
non-musical,  and  gave  liberal  and 
sage  counsel  and  comfort."  He  dedi- 
cated his  first  best-selling  book.  The 
Joy  of  Music,  to  Helen  Coates. 

Helen  Coates  did  the  same  thing 
with  and  for  her  music  students  at 
Pine  Manor  so  many  years  ago.  Con- 
sequently, forty-four  years  later  I still 
can't  wait  for  a Merry  Christmas  card 
to  hear  what  fascinating  things  she 
and  "her  Lennie"  have  accomplished 
during  the  past  year.  And  she  always 
asks  interestedly  about  my  husband, 
our  children,  our  pets,  and  our  lives. 

I feel  she  truly  cares.  What  a privilege 
to  have  come  under  her  wing  for  an 
all  too  short  two  years  — but  how 
meaningful.  She  has  touched  me  and 
helped  many  lives.  I shall  look  for- 
ward to  many  more  years  of  a very 
cherished  friendship.  A

Celebrating  the  Life  of  Helen  Temple  Cooke

Helen  Temple  Cooke.  The 
name  commands  respect, 
evokes  admiration,  and 
brings  endless  tales  from  those  who 
knew  her  of  the  strength  and  stature 
of  a tiny  strong-willed  woman  who 
brought  Pine  Manor  alive.  Next  year. 
Pine  Manor  College  will  celebrate  its 
75th  anniversary,  marking  75  years  of 
change  and  growth  from  a post- 
graduate program  for  a private 
secondary  school  to  a four-year 
women's  liberal  arts  college.  To  com- 
memorate this  rich  history  and  to 
honor  the  vision  and  power  of  Helen 
Temple  Cooke,  the  College  rekindled 
the  tradition  of  Founder's  Day  on 
April  24. 

Once  an  annual  affair,  the  day  was 
pushed  aside  by  the  rebellious  stu- 
dents of  the  '60s,  scorned  as  too  con- 
ventional in  a decade  which  tossed 
out  tradition  in  favor  of  radical 
change.  Organized  by  Dr.  John 
Agnew,  of  the  Social  Sciences  Divi- 
sion, and  Dr.  Rodman  Henry,  of  the 
Humanities  Division,  Founder's  Day 
1985  drew  together  alumnae  and  cur- 
rent and  former  faculty  who  knew 
Miss  Cooke  to  share  their  reminis- 
cences and  to  celebrate  again  the  rich 
heritage  given  to  Pine  Manor  by  its 
founder. 

Entitled  "An  Evening  with  Helen 
Temple  Cooke,"  alumnae  and  faculty 
alike  regaled  the  gathering  with  col- 
orful anecdotes  about  "the  tiny 
woman  with  quiet  power."  Complete 
with  a tape  of  a speech  by  Miss 
Cooke  and  with  PMC  senior  Tracy 
Shannon  dressed  in  her  likeness  with 
whitened  hair  and  a long  skirt.  Miss 
Cooke  did  indeed  come  alive  in  the 
room  which  bears  her  portrait  and 
her  title. 

As  their  stories  unfolded,  a picture 
emerged  of  an  independent 
businesswoman  with  a strong  sense 
of  propriety  who  wielded  consider- 
able power  to  affect  the  lives  of  her 
"girls."  She  believed  in  women  and 
she  believed  in  their  education.  She 
became  a benefactress  of  many.  For- 
mer faculty  member  Harriet  Howe 
Greene  commented,  "For  a little 
woman,  she  had  more  stuff  inside

than  anyone  I've  met.  When  she 
wanted  something,  she  would  find  a 
way  to  get  it."  This  tenacity  opened 
doors  of  opportunity  for  Denise 
Bacon,  '40,  who  went  to  Pine  Manor 
on  full  scholarship  funded  by  Helen 
Temple  Cooke.  Later,  when  Bacon's 
talent  as  a musician  became  clear. 
Miss  Cooke  marched  into  Boston's 
First  National  Bank  and  secured  a 
loan  for  Denise  to  send  her  to 
Tanglewood. 

Such  stories  were  common.  Marie- 
Antoinette  (Toni)  Lee  Hampton,  '43, 
described  her  as  "a  fascinating  para- 
dox, a little  bit  of  a woman  with  a 
formidable  power,  yet  a true  old- 
fashioned  lady."  She  recalled  the 
great  concern  and  care  Miss  Cooke 
showed  to  her  mother,  a veteran 
faculty  member  at  Pine  Manor. 
"When  my  father  died  after  a 15-year 
illness,  she  invited  my  mother  to 
Shamballah  [Miss  Cooke's  home] 
nearly  every  day.  She  was  a strong 
spiritualist  and  believed  she  spoke 
with  my  father,  a belief  which  was  a 
great  comfort  to  my  mother." 

Anne  Bullivant  Steere,  '41,  trustee 
chair  of  the  75th  Anniversary  Com- 
mittee, gave  strong  testament  to  Miss 
Cooke's  influence.  As  editor  of  the 
yearbook,  Anne  sought  advertising 
dollars  from  local  merchants  to  fund 
the  publication.  When  Wellesley 
shop  folk  found  her  prices  too  high 
and  wouldn't  buy,  Anne  was  aghast 
and  presented  her  problem  to  Miss 
Cooke.  "No  problem,"  said  the 


silver-haired  founder  who  sent  her 
frantic  student  back  to  her  dorm.  By 
morning  the  problem  was  indeed 
solved  and  merchants  were  lining  up 
to  purchase  ads.  The  grateful  year- 
book editor  was  bound  not  to  tell 
how  Miss  Cooke  (the  largest  private 
landowner  in  Wellesley)  had  called 
up  the  chairman  of  the  board  of 
selectmen  to  instruct  him  that  the 
local  businesses  would  indeed  fund 
not  only  Pine  Manor's  yearbook,  but 
those  of  other  local  schools  as  well. 

He  was  told,  "Without  the  support  of 
Pine  Manor,  Wellesley,  and  Babson 
students,  not  to  mention  Tenacre, 
Walnut  Hill,  and  Dana  Hall  Schools, 
your  local  businesses  would  not 
exist." 

A well-known  stickler  for  man- 
ners, Miss  Cooke  ranked  ladylike  be- 
havior a close  second  to  sharpening 
one's  mind.  Constance  Read 
Greason,  '29,  of  Weston,  MA,  re- 
members "having  to  wear  a hat  to 
town"  and  having  her  lipstick  wiped 
off  by  Miss  Cooke  on  one  such  excur- 
sion. When  Dr.  Mary  Gegerias  was 
interviewed  by  Miss  Cooke  to  teach 
French  at  Pine  Manor,  she  was  in- 
structed to  wear  a hat  and  was  even- 
tually hired  despite  the  fact  that  she 
was  "too  young."  She  was  told, 
"Youth  is  an  illness.  We  all  get  over  it 
sometime."  On  another  occasion. 
Miss  Cooke  told  faculty  member 
Rodman  Henry  that  since  smoking 
was  forbidden  to  students,  he  could 
only  smoke  in  his  office  or  in  his  car 
and  not  in-between.  Later,  former  sci- 
ence instructor  Harriet  Greene  read 
aloud  a 1930s'  letter  from  Miss  Cooke 
in  which  she  reluctantly  announced 
the  establishment  of  a "smoking 
room"  for  "those  who  use  tobacco," 
a habit  she  abhorred. 

In  the  end,  any  picture  of  Miss 
Cooke  forces  itself  past  the  limits  of 
any  frame.  She  was  in  Toni  Hamp- 
ton's words,  "a  woman  before  her 
time."  One  measure  of  her  stature 
lies  in  the  heritage  she  left  to  her 
students.  Pine  Manor  College  is  a 
testament  to  the  strength  of  her  vi- 
sion and  to  the  power  of  her  belief  in 
women's  education.  A

Pierre  Franey  Brings  French  Culture  to  PMC 


Pierre  Franey,  well-known  New  York  Times  columnist/chef 
and  author  of  60-Minute  Gourmet  (and  other  books), 
shared  his  culinary  talents  with  Pine  Manor  College  faculty, 
staff,  and  students  this  past  April.  He  was  accompanied  by 
chef  Jean-Jacques  Paimblanc,  whose  book.  Seafood  As  We  Like 
It  (co-authored  by  Boston  Globe  restaurant  and  wine  critic 
Anthony  Spinazzola),  is  soon  to  be  published.  Held  at  Pine 
Manor's  French  house,  Le  Manoir  Madeleine,  students  sam- 
pled first-hand  some  of  Franey's  fine  cuisine  and  received 
cooking  lessons  from  the  master,  all  conducted  in  French. 

Dinner  started  out  with  a light,  low-calorie  carrot  soup 
with  dill  from  Franey's  book  Low-Calorie  Gourmet.  "Gigot  de 
Lotte  au  Citron,"  (monkfish  with  lemon),  a favorite  fish  in 
France  whose  delicate  flavor  is  just  catching  on  in  the  States, 
followed  as  a main  course.  Chefs  Franey  and  Paimblanc 
topped  their  delicious  dinner  with  a traditional  "Mousse  au 
Chocolat,"  a sweet  ending  to  an  evening  of  fine  dining. 

A longtime  friend  of  French  professor  Dr.  Mary  Gegerias, 
Chef  Franey  has  twice  before  visited  the  College.  Though 
cooking  dinner  for  30  — or  even  100  — would  overwhelm 


many,  Pierre  Franey  has  cooked  for  such  large  groups  be- 
fore. His  reputation  for  preparing  sauces,  roasts,  fish,  and 
hors  d'oeuvres  helped  make  Le  Pavilion  restaurant,  where 
he  worked  as  chef,  one  of  New  York's  best.  His  culinary  skill 
was  evident  even  back  in  1939,  when  he  was  asked  to  join 
the  best  French  chefs  at  the  New  York  World's  Fair,  during 
which  time  Germany  invaded  France,  forcing  him  to  remain 
in  this  country. 

France's  loss  was  America's  gain.  Pierre  Franey's  New  York 
Times  column,  "The  60-Minute  Gourmet"  (which  appears 
both  daily  and  on  Sundays),  has  given  those  with  limited 
kitchen  time  a chance  to  prepare  gourmet  entrees.  The 
success  of  his  books  plus  his  column  has  earned  Franey  a 
national  reputation  as  both  author  and  chef.  He  has  been  one 
of  several  French  artisans  to  visit  the  French  house  this  year, 
along  with  the  theatre  group,  Le  Conservatoire  de  la  Com- 
edie  Francaise,  and  French  author  Michel  Butor.

Author  Turkic  Speaks 
on  Computers  and 
the  Human  Spirit 


In  just  over  a month.  Pine 
Manor  College's  new 
varsity  cross-country  coach, 
Bruce  Bickford,  has  taken 
top  honors  in  five  major 
cross-country  races,  set  new 
U.S.  and  world  records  in 
the  five-mile  and  10,000- 
meter  events,  and  qualified 
to  represent  the  U.S.  at  the 
World  Cup  track  meet  in 
Australia  this  fall. 

In  Bickford's  first  win,  on 
May  26,  he  shattered  both 
U.S.  and  world  records  in 
the  Five-Miler  Race  at  River- 
side Park,  Agawam,  MA. 

His  time  of  22:18  broke  Greg 
Meyer's  previous  U.S.  rec- 
ord of  22:46  and  Rod  Dixon's 
world  record  of  22:44. 

Bickford  went  on  to  win 
the  5,000-meter  Develop- 
mental Meet  at  Boston  Col- 
lege on  June  5,  beating 
Olympic  Silver  Medalist 
John  Treacy  by  17  seconds. 
He  broke  his  own  previous 
New  England  outdoor  rec- 
ord of  13:33  (which  he  had 
set  one  year  earlier  in  the 
New  England  Athletics  Con- 
gress Meet)  with  a new  time 
of  13:29. 

Bickford  took  another  first 
— with  a time  of  28  minutes 
— in  the  10,000-meter  race  at 
the  Track  and  Field  National 
Championship,  the  biggest 
track  meet  in  the  United 
States,  which  was  held  in  In- 
dianapolis on  June  15.  By 
virtue  of  his  win,  he  will 
compete  in  the  World  Cup 
track  meet,  to  be  held  Octo- 
ber 4-6  in  Australia. 

A short  two  weeks  later, 
on  June  27,  Bickford  finished 
second  at  the  Oslo  Games  in 
Norway.  His  time  of  13:13 
makes  him  the  third  fastest 
American  in  history  to  run  in 
a 5,000-meter  track  event. 

The  fastest  American  to 
run  5,000  meters  is  Alberto 
Salazar,  whose  record,  set  in 
1982,  is  13:11:9.  Bickford's 
third  fastest  status  separates 
him  from  Salazar  by  just 
over  a second.

Finally,  capping  off  this 
dazzling  succession  of  wins, 
Bickford  won  the  10,000- 
meter  track  and  field  meet  in 
Stockholm,  Sweden,  on  July 
2.  Running  nearly  half  the 
race  by  himself,  he  finished 
with  a time  of  27  minutes, 
13:17  seconds,  beating  pre- 
vious world  record  holder 
Mark  Nenow  of  the  U.S. 
whose  time  was  27:40:85, 
and  Portugal's  world  record 
holder,  Fernando  Mamede, 
whose  time  was  27:41:09. 

A resident  of  Wellesley, 
MA,  Bickford  runs  an  aver- 
age of  110  miles  a week,  and 
his  world-class  reputation 
has  already  attracted  a num- 
ber of  recruits  for  the  new 
Pine  Manor  cross-country 
team.  — V.G. 


Sherry  Turkle,  noted 
sociologist,  psychologist, 
and  professor  at  M.I.T., 
spoke  at  Pine  Manor  Col- 
lege's Distinguished  Lecture 
Series  in  April  about  her  con- 
troversial book.

She  says  the  mind-machine 
debate  is  becoming  "what 
sex  was  to  the  Victorians  — 
threat  and  obsession,  taboo 
and  fascination."  Much  of 
her  work  has  been  spon- 
sored by  the  National 
Science  Foundation. 


In  Computers  and  the  Hu- 
man Spirit,  Sherry’  Turkle  ex- 
amines the  relationships 
people  form  with  computers 
and  the  ways  in  which  these 
relationships  affect  their 
values  and  perspectives.  Her 
research  is  based  on  study- 
ing different  people,  from 
video-game-playing  adoles- 
cents to  M.I.T.  students 
obsessed  with  computers. 

"The  question  is  not  what 
will  the  computer  be  like  in 
the  future,"  Turkle  com- 
ments, "but  instead,  what 
will  we  be  like?"

That 
night,  PMC  Chef  Ken  Mason  and  his  crew  served  a gala 
Malaysian  feast  featuring  ethnic  food.  Music  and  Malaysian 
folk  dances  were  performed  by  Pine  Manor  students. 

On  Wednesday,  the  third  annual  World  Fashion  show  — 
with  23  students,  faculty  members,  and  faculty  children  — 
displayed  colorful  native  and  traditional  clothing  from  11 
countries.

Got  Sot .... 

This  fall.  Pine  Manor  College  will  dedicate  its  first  running 
and  fitness  trail,  "The  Richard  Deutsch  Cross-Country 
Course,"  named  in  honor  of  the  Pine  Manor  trustee  who 
made  it  possible.  Five  kilometers  in  length,  the  trail  will  be 
open  to  all  students,  staff,  and  faculty,  and  will  provide  a 
challenging  workout  for  the  new  varsity  cross-country  team 
beginning  this  fall. 

Pine  Manor  Running  and  Fitness  Instructor  Fred  Treseler 
designed  the  course,  with  assistance  from  Grounds  Superin- 
tendent John  Blair.  The  course  base  consists  of  4 to  6 inches 
of  washed  sand,  with  1 to  2 inches  of  pine  bark  mulch  as  a 
top  surface,  making  for  the  best  possible  running  surface. 
Three  exercise  stations  will  provide  apparatus  for  a more 
complete  workout.  Fred  Treseler  will  continue  to  offer  run- 
ning and  fitness  classes  on  a regular  basis. 

Treseler  previously  designed  running  courses  for  Curry 
College  and  Brandeis  University.  Of  Pine  Manor's  trail,  he 
says,  "The  campus  has  beautiful  acreage  — woods  and  fields 
— which  I wanted  to  open  up  for  use.  1 wanted  to  get  the 
students  off  the  road  to  a safe  facility  which  would  be 
aesthetically  pleasing  as  well  as  challenging." 

Students  are  already  pleased  about  the  new  running  team 
(which  will  be  open  to  any  students  interested)  as  well  as  its 
coach,  world-class  runner  Bruce  Bickford.  Bickford  has  re- 
cently trampled  both  the  U.S.  and  world  records  in  numer- 
ous events  at  meets  worldwide  (see  article,  p.  23).  Several 
freshmen  who  are  runners  have  already  chosen  Pine  Manor 
over  other  colleges  with  strong  running  teams,  due  to  Bick- 
ford's world-class  reputation. 

Trustee  Richard  Deutsch  will  make  the  inaugural  run  to 
dedicate  the  trail  on  October  1.  Included  in  the  dedication 
will  be  a ribbon-cutting  ceremony,  a race  for  other  trustees.

Students 
Write  to 
Congress  on 
Financial  Aid 

Pine  Manor  students  came 
out  in  force  this  past 
April,  urging  their  Congress- 
men to  support  federal 
financial  aid  for  students. 
Through  a letter-writing 
campaign  organized  on  cam- 
pus, students  reminded 
their  representatives  that  the 
cuts  in  federal  grants  and 
loans  being  proposed  in 
Washington  would  threaten 
many  students'  ability  to 
afford  an  education.  Over 
100  letters  were  written 
within  a two-hour  period.

Until  very  recently.  Pine  Manor  College  had 

almost  no  endowment.  Although  Pine  Manor's 
founder,  Helen  Temple  Cooke,  had  far-sighted 
ideas  about  the  education  of  young  women  and  was  an 
astute  businesswoman,  she  did  not  envision  a need  for 
endowment.  She  did  not  accept  gifts,  believing  that 
tuition  should  cover  the  cost  of  education.  It  usually 
did  in  those  days,  although  even  Miss  Cooke  used  her 
own  resources  to  meet  special  needs  such  as  personal 
emergencies,  scholarships,  and  faculty  sabbatical 
leaves. 

In  1938,  when  Miss  Cooke  was  73,  she  relinquished 
financial  control  and  the  Dana  Hall  Schools  (which 
included  Pine  Manor)  were  incorporated  as  a nonprofit 
institution.  She  herself  noted  that  "the  reorganization 
is  primarily  for  the  purpose  of  putting  the  Schools  on  a 
sounder  financial  basis." 

Pine  Manor,  like  other  nonprofit  organizations, 
would  now  be  able  to  ask  alumnae  and  friends  for 
financial  assistance.  The  Pine  Manor  Alumnae  Asso- 
ciation had  already  established  the  Helen  Temple 
Cooke  Scholarship  Fund  during  Pine  Manor's  25th 
Anniversary  in  1936.  This  was  the  College's  first 
appeal  for  financial  assistance.  Four  years  later,  the 
Class  of  1940  initiated  a Library  Building  Fund,  and 
alumnae  were  asked  to  give  $1.00  each  to  Scholarship 
and  Building  Funds  as  well  as  their  $2.00  dues  and 
magazine  subscription.  Soon,  the  need  for  a more 
unified  and  systematic  appeal  to  alumnae  for  financial 
support  was  recognized.  In  1955,  an  Alumnae  Fund 
was  established,  including  a Fund  Council  to  oversee 
its  operations  and  a system  of  Class  Agents. 

By  1961,  Pine  Manor  had  outgrown  the  crowded 
space  it  shared  with  Dana  Hall.  It  became  a separate 
corporation,  and  its  Trustees  contracted  to  purchase 
the  Dane  Estate  in  Chestnut  Hill.  With  the  move  to  the 
new  campus  in  1965,  all  fundraising  efforts  necessarily 
focused  on  essential  buildings  and  the  eradication  of 
the  debt  incurred  by  the  move.  Successive  capital 
campaigns,  the  Fulfillment  Fund  and  the  Pine  Manor 
Program,  were  undertaken  to  meet  these  needs.  At  the 
same  time,  the  growth  of  the  Annual  Fund  helped  to 
bridge  the  gap  between  tuition  and  fees  and  actual 
operating  costs. 

The  need  to  build  an  endowment  to  provide  a 
permanent  source  of  investment  income  was  never 
forgotten;  it  simply  had  to  wait  on  the  more  pressing 
need  to  establish  a new  campus.  As  early  as  1968,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  established  a Trust  and  Bequests 
Committee.  Chaired  by  Charles  C.  Cabot,  Jr.,  this 
group  of  lawyers,  bankers,  and  businessmen  encour- 
aged Pine  Manor  alumnae  and  friends  to  provide  for 
the  College  in  their  wills.  Some  recent  bequests  are 
due  to  these  first  efforts. 
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Big  Endowments  Grow 


In  1977,  when  Jane  Henkels  retired  as  Alumnae 
Director,  she  was  asked  to  form  the  Committee  for 
Planned  Giving,  made  up  of  alumnae  representing 
each  of  the  earlier  classes.  Through  their  efforts,  more 
alumnae  informed  the  College  of  their  bequest  inten- 
tions and  a number  invested  in  the  Pooled  Income 
Fund.  However,  when  Mrs.  Henkels  retired  per- 
manently in  1980,  the  program  was  overshadowed  by 
the  need  to  raise  funds  for  a gym  and  the  Annenberg 
Librarv  and  Communications  Center. 

As  its  75th  Anniversary  approaches  in  1986-87,  Pine 
Manor  must  turn  its  attention  to  meeting  the  two 
pressing  needs  which  growth  and  development  of  the 
new  campus  postponed:  endowment  and  the  library 
collection.  Endowment  income  will  permit  the  College 
to  underwrite  curriculum,  librar\'  acquisitions,  and 
faculty  development,  to  continue  a proud  tradition  of 
fine  teaching. 

When  Pine  Manor  moved  to  Chestnut  Hill,  its  en- 
dowment was  only  $12,000.  Three  years  ago,  the  en- 
dowment had  grown  to  more  than  $400,000.  Today, 
the  College  has  an  income-earning  endowment  of  over 
$1  million.  When  pledges  and  irrevocable  trusts  are 
added,  it  totals  nearly  $3  million.  A wonderful  begin- 
ning has  been  made,  but  there  is  still  a long  road  to  an 
endowment  large  enough  to  secure  the  financial  future 
of  the  College. 

The  number  of  alumnae  and  friends  who  have  in- 
formed the  College  that  Pine  Manor  is  in  their  wills 
grows  each  month.  The  primary  motivation  for  be- 
quests is  the  desire  of  alumnae  to  repay  their  College 
for  the  experiences  that  helped  to  enrich  and  shape 
their  lives,  but  there  are  other  reasons  for  considering 
a bequest.  Careful  planning  through  the  use  of  charita- 
ble bequests  and  trusts  often  enables  alumnae  to  pro- 
vide for  family  members  and  leave  a bequest  to  Pine 
Manor  at  very  little  cost,  because  of  the  federal  estate 
taxes  saved.  A bequest  also  offers  an  opportunity  to 
perpetuate  a lifetime  interest  or  honor  the  memory  of 
someone  who  had  an  important  influence  on  one's 
life.  Bequests  arranged  now  will,  in  the  years  to  come, 
guarantee  that  Pine  Manor  College's  endowment  con- 
tinues to  grow.
